hours after the »il was 
applied, it 


was thoroughly covered, 
not 
with 


strjne chips but with sand and gravel 
which is considered far superior 
to 


stone chips as far as the convenience 
to the traffic that must use the road 
is concerned. Certainly, if 20 miles 
of road had been oiled and no cover 
had been applied, it would not have 
been possible for anyone to use the 
road. Every vehicle trying to use it 
would have found itself in the ditch 
as there is almost no traction on 
fresh tar which has not been covered.

If you have no cedar chest for your 


furs, you can Improvise one very nicely. 
Take any tight wooden container with 
a closely fitting cover, such me an olfl- 
fashioned trunk or hinged box. Scald 
this out thoroughly, and let dry In the 
open air. Now take some clean news- 
papers and a generous quantity of 
freshly made, cooked paste which con<- 
tains borax or alum. A teaspoonful of 
either one to a pint of paste will b« 
sufficient. 


Line the box with the paper, fitting 


neatly ftt the corners, and leaving no 
edges to curl up. Leave open to dry. 
Get some cedar chips or nhavinja and 
put into a loose cheese cloth bag; or if 
you cannot get these, get some store- 
keeper to save for jou his empty cedar 
cigar boxes. 
Break these np. Take 


out we nails and put la the. bottom of 
your cedar chest. 


Purchase an ounce of cedar oil at the 


drug itore. Tnke a wide-mouthed bot- 
tle such as olives or pickles come in 
when bought from the grocery atore. 
Fill the clean bottle with absorbent 
cottoo. Pour in sufficient of the cedar 
oil to moisten the cotton lightly. Then 
cork with a clean, fresh pledget of cot- 
ton, and btand In one corner of 'the 
paper-lined box. 


Lay your furs In carefully, being 


snre that each piece Is clean and free 
from moths or dust, for if there »re 
moth eggs present they will hatch out. 
Cover the furs and woolens with clean 
newspapers. Sprinkle a few drops of 
turpentine over the whol« and do» 
the coter tightly.

The newspa- 
pers, gave much-needed publicity. And 
then It was that Commander Bucking 
got on the radio and broadcast a story 
of her post.and what It was accom- 
plishing for the disabled veteran. 


More than five hundred articles were 


sold, a woman in Florida writing with 
a check to a friend asking her to bny 
something. In Wisconsin a woman did 
the same. The sale of disabled vet- 
eran products will become a regular 
feature of the women's post's activi- 
ties. And Commander Bucking, whose 
photograph Is reproduced, is entitled to 
the-credlt for the gn-gettlnR spirit that 
put the women's post in the forefront 
of activities for relief of disabled men.

Eighteen years ago today, on the 


root of the great auditorium where 
the Democratic National Convention 
Is now in session, Stanford White 
the eminent architect, met his death 
by shooting at the hands of Harry 
Kendall Thaw. The many trials, es- 
capes and escapades of the young 
Pittsburgh millionaire, the last ol 
which, recently, resulted in his being 
declared sane and set at liberty, are 
only too familiar to the public. How- 
ever, they were the most sensation- 
al in American criminal annals. No 
'natter what opinion men held as to 
the dead architect's complicity 
in 


the events that led up to the fatal 
night, there was 
universal 
regret 


that so great an artist as Stanford 
White should be cut oft in the midst 
of his brilliant career, and all over 
America today his monuments stand 


that is, monuments to his artistic 


skill, Jn churches of all denomina- 
tions, in statues, hotels and public 
buildings, the genius of tho man is 
to be met with. 


KIKST METHODIST CONFEREXCB 


Tho first Methodist 
Conference 


was held ISO year* ago today June 


25, 1744. 
This pioneer conference 


of what.is now one of 'the world's 
greatest 
religious 
denominations, 


was called by John Wesley, who felt 
that a more definite and extensive 
organization than he had at first giv- 
en his followers, was imperatively, 
needed. 
The conference was com- 


posed of six clergymen, "who proceed- 
»d to the consideration of three top- 
ics—what to teach—how to teach— 
what to do. The first two days were 
occupied with the discussion of sev- 
eral doctrines, evangelical and Ar- 
minian, which were 
denned 
with 


precision. 
Next they discussed tha 


relation of the Methodist Society to 
the Established Church and a se- 
cession from it was discountenanced. 
In a conference held five years later, 
Methodism took organic and definite 
form, 
as 
Wesley's 
opinions 
on 


"church order" had 
undergone a 


great change. An annual conference 
was then instituted, and Methodism 
had henceforth 
its 
teachers, 
lay 


preachers, 
leaders, 
trustees 
and 


stewards. 
From that time 
forth 


Methodism began its gradual diver- 
gence from the Church of England, 
ending in a complete separation.

Uodcm School Conveniences Were 


Unknown »t That Time.

county, on September 8, 1846. She 
s survived by one son, Ralph, who 
Ives *t Willow, and by three nieces, 
Mrs. Jerry Mower of Roseton, N*.

on, and one nephew, Rryon Van Et- 
en, also of Kingston.

Eighmey was one of the old 


me school teachers of this region. 
ho recelTed bcr *duc*Uon at tho 


Stamford Collegiate Institute and be- 
gan teaching in'Ulster county in the 
late sixties. She taught at Lake Hill, 
Willow, which was then known ai 
Little Shandaken or West Woodstock, 
Rosendale Plains and Stone Ridge. 


At that time the canal from Hones- 


dale to Kingston was running sum- 
mers and closed in the winter. 
It 


was the cuetom to have a winter and 
a summer term. 
The boys who 


worked on the-canal in the summer 
attended the winter school, so it was 
the usual custom to hire a girl for the 
summer school and a man for the 
winter term. 


There was no system of written ex- 


aminations for teachers then in the 
rural schools and the usual method 
was to hold a public meeting in a 
large hall and the candidates were 
sent to the board to work under the 
observation of the commissioner and 
the rest of the candidates. 
If they 


passed this ordeal satisfactorily, they 
were granted a certificate, unless they 
were held up by some personal whim 
of the commissioner. Mrs. Eighmey 
had in her possession at the time of 
her death one of these, old flrst grade 
certificates, issued by Dr. John B. 
Krom under date of January 
14, 


1867,'and having on it a Civil War 
internal revenue stamp of five cents. 


The average wages for teachers 


then was from 12 to 15 dollars a 
month. The teacher was supposed'to 
board around during the summer 
term, generally staying two nights in 
a place. Jn the winter the board was 
hired by the district at the house of 
a farmer. 
Mrs.' Eighmey often told 


of many Interesting experiences shp 
had when boarding around. Many of 
the houses were merely log huts of 
one or two rooms but they always 
gave the "school ma'am" a warm 
welcome. She was often heard to re- 
mark that the knowledge obtained of 
human nature in this way was of 
great value.

In Bus Permits 


Public Service CommiMion Denlea 


Application of Transportation Cor- 
Donation to Lease Ita Route in Sec- 
tion*—Municipalities Must Con- 
sent.

Albany, June 25. (Special)—Ac- 


tion has been taken by the Public 
Service Commission on three applica- 
tions involving bus permits issued 
originally to the Hudsou Transit Cor- 
poration, which that corporation now 
seeks to assign or lease. 


The original certincate granted by 


the commission March 38,1923, gave 
the Hudson Transit Corporation right 
to operate a bus route from New- 
burgh to Nyack. The corporation 
seeks to assign that part ot the route 
between Bear Mountain Park and 
Nyack to Armstrong & Higginson and i 
lease the part between Newburgh and 
Bear Mountain Park to the Storm! 
King Stage Corporation. 


The commission has denied the ap- 


plication to lease part of the route. 
It has held up decision on assignment 
of the balance of the route until the 
consents of the municipalities con- 
cerned are obtained. In denying the 
request to lease part of the route the 
commission expressed its disapproval 
of trafficking in bus permits. 
The 


proposed agreement provided for a 
rental of $1,100 a year to be paid by 
the Storm King Corporation to the 
Hudson Transit Corporation. 
The 


agreement was made lor a term of 
five years, with the right to a per- 
petual lease or assignment on pay- 
ment of $12,500. The agreement cov- 
ered only the bare right to operate 
over the route under the certincate, 
not including use or busses or any 
equipment. 


Before the commission acts on the 


application for assignment it directs 
that the petitioning companies obtain 
and file before August 1 the consent 
of the city of Xewburgh, the village 
of Cornwall, the town of Highlands ' 
and the village of highland Falls. 


consent to the original certincate. 


The commission also held up until 


the necessary consents are filed the 
application for the approval of a ne\v 
operating 
agreement 
between the 


Hudson Transit Corporation and the 
Newburgh Public Service Corpora- 
tion. The agreement seeks to grant 
to the Newburgh corporation right to 
operate jointly over certain desig- 
nated portions of two routes for 
which certificates are held only by 
the Hudson Transit Corporation. The 
rights sought are to operate New- 
burgh-Orange Lake Park busses tem- 
porarily over the Cochecton turnpike 
from Newburgh to Lakeside Road, 
until the South Plank Road shall 
have been improved, and to operate 
between Newburgh and Walden, via 
the Cochecton turnpike, Scotts Cor- 
ners and the Walden road until such 
time as tho South Plank road be- 
tween 
Nev/burgh and Walden via 


Orange Lake Park shall have been 
constructea or 
made possible for 


motor bus traffic.

not have Its "old house."

_ This relic «f days gone by was built 
in 1636. It I* perhaps the best ex- 
ample of O14 English frame cottage 
construction t« b« found In America, 
was llred In up to about twenty years 
ago by eight generations of the Fair- 
banks family, retains Its primitive 
simplicity, quamtness and picturesque- 
ness and la now filled with heirlooms 
of the Fairbanks family.

The front side 
contains eight windows and no two of 
them are alike. As If to have an in- 
dividuality all Its own, a time-honored 
practice was departed from _ in that 
neither the front door nor the chim- 
ney are in the exact center of the 
house. Curiously, also, the doorways 
are exceptionally low—persons of or- 
dinary height having to bend slightly 
on entering-. 


"Some of the rooms never have been 


plastered and the beams and rafters 
show overhead. Over the fireplace In 
the quaint little parlor swings a wood- 
en crane from wh'ich kettles were sus- 
pended over the flro for-cooking pur- 
poses. In the days before kerosene, 
grease lamps hung In this crane fur- 
nished such light as was available 
when there was no flre in the fire- 
place. 


Other relics of bygone days in- 


clude: Molds for making candles, 
spinning wheel, foot warmers, Dutch 
.ovens, an ox saddle, small diamond- 
shaped window glass, made to be set 
between lead strips, putty being un- 
known. 


All In all, this old place portrays In 


fashion the home life of the 


early New Englanders. It has attr»ct- 
ed visitors 
from practically every 


state nnd more than twenty foreign 
countries. 


The descendants of the family have

Frequent Changes Confuse 


Many Golf Players, 


While most golfers are aware that 


under the present rules stymies must 
be played, the changes made back and 
forth In the past few years have left 
confusion In the minds of many as to 
Just what may be done where other 
player's ball lies In one's line, say a 
foot or less from the hole. Can you 
or can you not concede him his putt 
and knock his ball away? 


This situation has various solutions 


depending on the form of match 
played. In a single match yon must 
play the balls as they He, that is, sup- 
posing your ball does not lie sli inches 
or less from the other one. In that 
case you can hare the other player 
lift. If the balls are more than sbt 
Inches apart, you are not allowed to 
concede the putt. In medal play you 
can always have the other player lift, 
regardless of how close the two are 
together. In a three-ball or four-ball 
match you can have other player 
either, lift or play at his option. If 
the ball is not lifted and you hit It, 
It must be replaced. 


Suppose two players in starting in 


a tournament match mutually agree 
not to play stymies, but Instead to 
lift the nearer ball wherever stymie 
occurs, Is there anything in the rules 
to prevent their doing so? 


Yes. Rules provide that in single 


match, ball farther from hole must be 
played first. If the two agree to sus- 
spend this rule they disqualify them- 
selves. 


Is there any rule to prevent player 


from conceding his opponent a putt 
after he himself has holed out? 


No.
